Quietest, coldest 
Christmas in years

BETHLEHEM. — Church hells 
resounded throughout the frost- 
covered hills of this ancient town 

rday morning, ng wor- 
shippers to the concluding ser- 
vices of the coldest Christmas in 
over 10 years. 

But shortly after the 90-minute 
mid-morning Pontifical High Mass at 
St. Catherine’s Church, inside the 
Basilica of the Nativity, it was 
business as usual in Bethlehem. 
Workmen started clearing away 
paper streamers and broken wine 
bottles, left behind on Christmas 
Eve by the thousands of pilgrims 
and tourists who crowded into the 
centre of town. Manger Square re- 
verted to its usual function — 8 
parking lot. City Hall has vowed 
it will turn it into a grand piazza 
before too many more Christmases. 


The town reopened to traffic yes- 
terday morning (during the preced- 


, Ing 24 bours entry was permitted 


only to pilgrims and to local Chris- 
tians bearing special passes). Se- 
curity check-posts were removed 
from the outskirts of Bethlehem 
and soldiers were withdrawn from 
the central squares, leaving behind 
just a few green-bereted border po- 
licemen to safeguard security after 
the quietest of the six Christmases 
yet celebrated under Israeli rule. 


Bethlehem will again be celebrat- 


ing the birth of Christ on the 
night of January 6 — the Greek 
Orthodox Christmas. Twelve days 
later will be the Armenian Christ- 
meas, Like the head of the Roman 
Catholic Church in Jerusalem, the 
patriarchs of these communities will 
also travel from the Old City to 
Bethlehem in ceremonial processions 
on their Christmas Eves. 

In the neighbouring Arab coun- 
tries Christmas celebrations were 
modest. Only in Lebanon (where 
Christmas is also observed on three 
different dates) was there a festive 
atmosphere. 

In Jordan, Christmas observances 
were confined to religious services, 
in accordance with the church lead- 
ership’s request to avoid fanfare “in 
view of the prevailing circum- 
stances” in the Middle East. The 
same held true for Syria, ali 
Damascus marked the occasion by 
lifting a five-year-old: ban on mis- 
sionary schools (which were seized 
by the government and operated’as 
state schools following the Six Day 
War). 

In Egypt, where an official Chris- 
tian-Moslem confrontation is in pro- 
gress, the government declared 
Christmas a national holiday for 
the first time. The move was seen 
as a gesture of good will towards 
the country’s six million Copts — 
who: observe Christmas on January 
6 € 


Immigrants to 
settle at new 
Rafah centre

New immigrants will be among 
the 350 familes to settle at the 
planned Rafah regional centre, Jew- 
ish Agency settlement director Yehiel 
Admoni said last night in an inter- 
view over Israel Ftadio. 

He said the immigrants ‘had asked 
to settle at this centre, whose es- 
tablishment was approved by the 
Cabinet on Sunday. Packing and 
freezing plants for produce will be 
built there to serve existing and 
future Jewish settlements in the 
area. . 

Also expected to Hve in the centre 
are families of army men serving 
nearby. 

Asked whether tire settlement had 
anything to do with Mr. Dayan's 
proposed city of Yamit in the Rafah 
area, Mr. Admont answered, “‘ab- 
solutely not. As you know, there's 
been no decision on Yamit, and the 
regional centre we've planned is not 
on the scale of ἃ city." 

As to the Beduin in the area, Mr. 
Admoni said that early planning for 
the new centre had not dealt with 
them. But he added that he thought 
the Beduin would be able to utilize 
the centre's services as they come 
into being. 

Meanwhile the New Communist 
Knesset faction yesterday request- 
ed an urgent debate on the refugee 
rehousing project now underway at 
Rafah, on the grounds that “great 
suffering has been caused thousands 
of Palestine Arab families" through 
the moves. 

The project alms at rehousing 
about half the Rafah camps 7,500 
families elsewhere in the Gaza Strip.

The Air Force has taken over 
responsibility for all air defences, 
including anti-aircraft batteries 
hitherto ἃ section of the artil- 
lery. This was revealed by 0.C. 
Air Force Aluf Mordechai Hod 
at a meeting with military cor- 
respondents yesterday. 

Since the Six Day War, at least 
24 enemy plants — including two 
Mig-2) fighters — have been shot 
down by anti-aircraft fire, he said. 
Most of the planes were Sukhol-7 
fighter bombers and all but two 
of the aircraft were Egyptian. 

The aircraft were shot down by 
Hawk missiles bought from the 
U.S. in 1965 and 40mm. 1-70, and 
20mm. guns, 

Ajuf Hod said that the addition 
of the Hawks to the defence sys- 
tem had contributed greatly to Is- 
raei's deterrent capability. Despite 
the relatively few number of bat- 
teries in operation before the Six 
Day War, and during the war of 


Large families 
seek big tax 


reductions 


Israel’s large families would get 
substantial income tax cuts, free 
schooling through university, and 
numerous other financial benefits — 
if a bill drafted by the organization 
that represents these families ever 
Passed the Knesset. But so far it 
doesn't have 8 sponsor. 

The Organization for the Rights of

Fred Monosson 
dies, aged 80 


Jerusalem Post Repwtter 
News reached Jerusalem yester- 
day of the death Jast week in Bos- 
ton of a devoted friend of Israel, 
Fred Monosson, He was 80 In Feb- 


Fred Monosson visited Israel at 
least twice a year. One of the oc- 
casions was invariably the Inde- 
pendence Day parade, when Moncs- 
Son would stand out in the VIP's 
stand, with a big white carnation 
in nis lapel. 

When the War of Independence 
was still In progress, Monosson sent 
wagon loads of warm clothing, 
medicine or anything in short sup- 
ply which his friends on the Sol- 
diers' Welfare Committee suggested. 
Once ‘he inserted an alr ticket to the 
U.S. in the pocket of an overcoat 
among those distributed to girl sol- 
diers. A girl from Petah Tikva 
found it and was feted in Boston by 
Monosson. 

Born in Moscow, Monosson came to 
the U.S. δὲ the age of 14. Though he 
attended the Suffolk Law School, 
he made his fortune in raincoats. At 
his factory in Boston, music was 
Played on all foors to make work 
pleasanter. - 

In 1920 he was a national vice- 
president of the once-predominantly 
Jewish International Ladies Gar- 
ment Workers Union. An ardent 
he was a delegate to the 
Zionist Co: in 1951 and was 
elected to its General Council. 

Several years ago, he helped a 
group of customs officers and other 
employees at Lod Airport to estab- 
lish Neve Monosson, @ housing estate 
within reach of the airport. 

Two years ago Fred Monosson 
missed his first Independence Day 
in Israel. He was already bed-ridden.

Joint security system for 
Southeast Asia mooted 


NEW YORK (AP). — A prominent 
Japanese statesman believes Japan 
should seriously consider the pos- 
sibility of creating a collective se- 
curity system in Southeast Asia in- 
volving the U.S. China, Japan and 
tae Soviet Union. 

In an interview in this week's 
“Newsweek,” Kiichi Miyazawa said 
it may be premature now, but ul- 
timately “we ought to be able to 
create such an area in Southeast 
Asia.” 


An influential member of the rul- 
ing Liberal-Democratic party, Miya- 
zawa ts a former Minister of Inter- 
natioral Trade and Industry. 

“It is basically a Russian idea, 
but I don't feel anyone can oppose 
it, except that Peking may have 
its own thoughts,” says Miyazawa, 
adding that this is perhaps why 
Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka and 
Foreign Minister Ohira 
are “cautious” not to commit Ja- 
pen to it, 

The Japan-U.S. security treaty 
could be merged into such a sys- 
tem, he said. “After all, if there 
can be a rapprochement between 
the Warsaw pact and Nato, why 
not in Asia?" 

As to the U.S-Japan security 
treaty remaining necessary now 


that Japan and China are friends, 
Miyazawa said, "yes. The signifi- 
cance of the security treaty Hes, I 
think, in keeping Japan from se- 
riously considering going nuclear.” 

Miyazawa said he thinks power 
politics ts “obviously” in the minds 
of Mr. Nixon and \Henry) Kissin- 
ger. It is dangerous... that some seg- 
ment of the Japanese population 
might then want to take the same 
Mine.

He succeeded where Khrushchev had 
tried and failed, Since Stalin's death 
the Kremlin has been seeking 
Western recognition of the status 
quo, European detente and normal, 
friendly relations with the U.S. 


The present leadership — “more realistic plans.” 


This is a jubilee year — the 
SOth anniversary of the foundation 
of the U.S.S.R. — and history is 
repeating itself. On all jubilee ocen- 
sions there is an inevitable spate of 
rumours which deceive some 
fcreign observers — that a trojka, 
or more, the collective leadership of 
a 15-man Politburo, cannot possibly 
operate without serious friction. 
There must be strong disagree- 
ments and any day now Brezhnev 
or Kesygin or this one or that one 
will be ousted, εἰς.

To continue opposition to ἃ 
policy, even If it proves unsuccesa- 
ful, makes one an ‘antl-party fac- 
tlonalist’ and leads to automatle ex- 
pulsion. There have been no ex- 
Yulsions from the Politburo since 
Khrushchev's, 

Factors of age and health may 
operate in the near future to bring 
about some shuffling in the Polit- 
buro, Should that happen there is 
still no reason to believe the col- 
lective leadership will collapse. 


There is πὸ reason of history or 
Togic to indicate that a collective 
leadership cannot function for in- 
definite periods. Nor, although 
Brezhnev is the first among 
theoretical equals in the Politburo 
and as such carries more authority 
than others, is there any indica- 
tion that he makes decisions alone 
and imposes them on his associates, 

It is not unreasonable to assume 
that Brezhnev, Kosygin, Podgorny 
and thelr 12 Politburo associates 
have learned to benefit from the 
lessons of Stalin and Khrushchev 
and will try to avold what the 
Russians call “dizziness from suc- 
cess,”

natural risks criticized

TEL AVIV. — Irregularities in the 
administration of the Insurance Fund 
against natural risks, which insures 
crops, are criticized in a State Comp- 
troller’s report published yesterday. 

The company based its insurance 
of crops and payment for damages 
not on production costs, but on the 
expected income, Jt even paid for 
damages that were not included in 
the insurance and paid ont farmers 
that joined the fund after damages 
had already hit thelr crops. 

The Comptroller explains that this 
‘was done sometimes to increase 
membership. However, cases such as 
these caused deficits in some agri- 


ittee Cultural bramches of the company. 


The Comptroller found that another 
cause for the deficits was that the 
premiums were calculated on a year- 
ly basis. Deficits in one branch were 
balanced by surpluses in another. 

The Fund is a public company, 50 
per cent of the power being 
held by the State and the rest 
divided among agricultural and 
farmers’ associations. The company 
keeps a separate fund for each in- 
sured agricultural branch. During 


the insurance year 1971/72 there 
were 18 branch funds. Farmers can- 
not insure their crops individually, 
they must do it through their pro- 
@uction and marketing boards. 

The report notes that the relation- 
ship between the company and the 
government has not been formally 
put in writing. This despite the fact 
shat the Government's financial 
participation in the company’s activi- 
tiea has been ali the time, 
reaching the sum of nearly 112m. 
in 1971/72, 

The Finance Ministry has also 
committed itself to responsibility for 
deficits that the company will not 
be able to cover. For this reason a 
formal agreement must be signed 
between both sides, says the Comp- 
troller. 

The Comptroller {s also not satls- 
fied with the internal management 
of the company. He notes that only 
four personal filles of workers ex- 
isted. There were no signs that the 
workers had undergone physical 
examinations before they had been 
accepted to work for the company. 
The report also finds inadequacies 
in the documentation of workers’ 
vacations and travel allowances.
